Proposed retu rn of music at meal 
tim es for Folsom prison’s convicts and 
use of inm ate orchestras for outside 
dances brought severe criticism from 
m any California editors. 
Prisoners at th e penitentiary, it was 
pointed out, are not poor unfortunates 
who have broken some law of society, 
but for the m ost part are hardened 
crim inals convicted of at le a st two 
felonies. 
"W arden Clyde Plum m er of Fol­ 
som ,’’ said the Stockton Independent, 
“ is apparently under the im pression 
th at he is a G ilbert and Sullivan pris­ 
on warden, and is handling men who 
will dance off the stage at the end of 
th eir act and become ordinary citizens. 
In allowing prison m usicians to leave 
th e walls to play at a dance, and to 
take one of them from punishm ent cell 
to do it, is to invite another T hanks­ 
giving m assacre, or a wholesale break 
th a t will loose on a defenseless com ­ 
m unity a horde of desperate m en who 
will go to any ends to continue a d ear­ 
ly bought freedom .” 
~ 
"Obviously,” notes the 
W oodland 
Dem ocrat, "a m istake was m ade in 
the selection of a new w arden a t Fol­ 
som. 
The 'breaking ou t’ of four con- 
vict-m usicians, upon orders of the w ar­ 
den, so that they m ight furnish the 
syncopation of a high school dance, 
h as th e governor and 
his 
advisors 
very much out on a lim b . . . a limb 
th a t is likely to break in two a t any 
tim e. 
In fact, th ey ’d not be surprised 
if Mr. Plum m er equipped the 2000 or 
m ore ‘tw o-term ers' w ith pistols and 
rifles and invited them all to regular 
ta rg e t practice.” 
D eclaring ‘m en are not sent to Fol­ 
som prison as a m eans of gaining mu­ 
sical experience or fam e,” the Turlock 
Daily Journal queries: 
"Ju st what explanation would 
Mr. 
Plum m er give if a dance band sud­ 
denly broke for freedom , as did a 
group of other Folsom convicts a short 
tim e ago, and instead of 
killing 
a 
guard and a w arden, killed a couple 
of ordinary citizens 
attending 
the 
dan ce?” 
“Of course,” com m ents the B akers­ 
field Californian, “m usic hath charm s, 
ch arm s to soothe the savage breast. 
Everybody know s that, even the new 
w arden of Folsom prison, whose re­ 
cent appointm ent caused wide criti­ 
cism over the state. 
But perhaps the 
critics fail to realize w hat a nice m an 
th e new w arden really is. 
So he is 
going to prove it to them . 
No m ore 
will th e ‘tough guys’ in Folsom eat 
th eir m eals am id unbroken silence. 
T here is going ot be music, the d irect­ 
ing head having arranged for a con­ 
vict orchestra which 
will 
function 
w hile fellow convicts dine.” 
The warden, according to the Oro- 
yille M ercury R egister, “does not un­ 
d e rstan d discipline, either of convicts 
o r of his own force, and he will soon 
have a force of dissatisfied subordin­ 
a te s on his hands, unable to work with 
him for the good of the state's busi­ 
ness. 
A ttending a dance, he decides 
th at radio music is no good, but in­ 
stead of going out to hire m usicians, 
a s the rest of us m ust, he sends into 
the prison for four ‘tw o-tim ers.’ 
He 
■seems to forget th at the convicts of 
Folsom are dangerous crim inals who. 
if they were less dangerous, would be 
in San Quentin. 
F air play for Plum m er was advised 
by th e M arysville Appeal 
Democrat, 
how ever, pointing out m any not favor- j 
able to his appointm ent, "have accept- j 
ed the dictates of w hat appears to be j 
political dxpediency if not definite pol­ 
icy. 
O thers are disposed 
to 
make 
Plum m er’s seat a hot one, attacking 
him for eevry move he m akes or every 
word he utters. 
It may be th at Plum ­ 
m er is an innocent victim. 
To give 
him a chance would be sporting.

For several years the citizens 
of 
Palm Springs have been considering 
incorporation 
and 
nearly 
all 
are 
strongly in favor of it, and the com­ 
m ittee has intensely studied the ques­ 
tion ever since its appointm ent more 
than a year ago, and has unanimously 
approved it. 


It is felt that the comm unity is a 
city in fact, and th at it should be one 
by law. 
The large increase in popu­ 
lation has brought 
many 
problems 
which can no longer be 
solved 
by 
groups of citizens, nor by com m ittees 
appointed by m ass m eetings or civic 
bodies. 
Nor can the community long­ 
er depend upon the board of super­ 
visors to solve the many intricate lo­ 
cal problem s of 
governm ent. 
W ith 
only one representative from this dis­ 
trict, the county seat far removed, and 
the board busy w ith the affairs of all 
of the other sections of the county, it 
is not possible for the supervisors to 
devote the time, nor is there suffi­ 
cient provision of law, to perm it them 
to adm inister the local affairs of the 
community.

out any protection whatever. 
Space will not permit of a detailed 
recital of the many advantages of in­ 
corporation; while the disadvantages 
are few. 
Many of the disadvantages 
of not being incorporated have 
been 
avoided only by the greatest effort on : 
the part of earnest citizens working ¡ 
for the welfare of the community, b u t! 
in many instances their efforts have 
not prevailed and it is becoming con­ 
stantly more difficult for them. 


Seemingly the principal objection is j 
th at of taxes. It is expected that there 
m ay be some increase, particularly in 
those areas outside of the police, fire 
and sanitary districts, but in 
return 
there will be an extension of these 
services to these areas. 
W ithin such 
districts there will be little, if any in­ 


crease. 
The maximum levy perm itted 
by law, w ithout a two-thirds vote, is 
one dollar a hundred and this sum 
has already been approached for these 
services alone. 


An analysis of the general assess­ 
m ents and tax levies of all of the cit­ 
ies of California of the sixth class of 
5000 population or less shows an av­ 
erage highest assessm ent of less than 
$3,000,000.00 and an average levy of 
less than one dollar a hundred, while 
Palm Springs already has an assess­ 
m ent of m ore than $5,000,000.00. 


The most significant fact in respect 
to taxes is. that with few exceptions 
the owners of property with the high­ 
est assessed valuation have

Dissolution of the fifth district of 
WPA, comprising San Bernardino, 
Riverside and Imperial counties, was 
completed upon formal announcement 
from Los Angeles that a new Southern 
California district had been set up. 
Under the direction of Col. Donald 
H. Connolly, formerly Los Angeles 
county WPA director, the new dis­ 
trict was established upon authoriza­ 
tion by Harry L. Hopkins, national re­ 
lief adm inistrator. 
Under the new set-up Colonel Con­ 
nolly has complete charge of Federal 
work relief operations in Los Angeles, 
San Diego, Orange, Santa 
Barbara,
